In consequence of 
this the United Slates market has been 
flooded with manufactured goods, thus 
cunt-ing a fall of prices here and an ex- 
port of gold. This is a common sense 
view of the situation based upon the 
facts of trade and affords a complete ex- 
planation of the outflow of pold, which 
is more than can bo (-aid of the theories 
of those who attribute it to some mys- 
terious operation of the Sherman Act.
